RAJYA SABHA 


The followisg Bill was introduced in the Rajya Sabha on the 9th August, 
1972:— 


BiU No. XXV OF 1972 

A BiU further to amend the Victoria Memorial Act, 1903. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-third Year of the Republic 
of India as follows:— 

1. This Act may be called the Victoria Memorial (Amendment) Act, short 
1972. title.

CO for clause (a), the following clause shall be substituted, section 2. 
namely:— 

“(a) the Minister in charge of the Ministry of the Central 
Government concerned with matters relating to the Victoria 
Memorial,”; 

(ii) for clause ((?), the following clause shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

"(d) two persons to be nominated by the Central Govern¬ 
ment from among persons who, in the opinion of that Govern- 
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ment, have expert knowledge of the exhibits in the Victoria 
Memorial or are museologists, historians or art historians,”; 

(Hi) for clause (h), the following clause shall be substituted, 
namely:— 

“(h) such and so many persons as shall from time to time 
be nominated by the Trustees from among persons who, in the 
opinion of the Trustees, have expert knowledge of the exhibits 
in the Victoria Memorial or are museologists, historians or art 
historians, with the approval of the Central Government to re¬ 
present the general body of subscribers.”. 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The object of the Bill is to appoint persons to the body of Trustees of 
Victoria Memorial, who because of their educational or professional 
background and their expert knowledge of the exhibits kept in the Victo¬ 
ria Memorial, are suitable for appointment as such. The Bill accordingly 
proposes to enable the Central Government and the Board of Trustees 
of Victoria Memorial to provide for specific qualifications in respect of 
persons nominated by the Central Government as well as those nominat¬ 
ed by the Trustees to represent the general body of subscribers. The 
Bill also seeks to make the Minister in charge of the Union Ministry 
concerned with matters relating to the Victoria Memorial, a Trustee in 
place of the President of India. 

2. Clauses (a), (d) and (h) of sub-section (I) of section 2 of the 
Victoria Memorial Act, 1903 are proposed to be amended to achieve this 
object.
